THE NEWS. 

Our English Dowspupor dales by the Active 
are tip to Ihe lOlli Uecmiiber. 'I'lie mciat 
iraportani ovant appnarod to bo tlio doalli of 
iLo King of Hflyiuni. Tho proplieoios wliich 
had beeu enunciated to the efloot that Louij 
Napoleon was ready to seize apon the coualry 
so soon 88 the king had breathed hia last were 
awaiting their fulfiimont. Wo said acme 
weok3 ago tlmt llierfu proynostioatioiis with 
merely chilciisli foars— which construed Ihe 
most ordinary expressiona and tho moat uiil- 
ural aotiona of the I'Vench Emperor into 
myaterious naenacea against the peace of the 
world. Louis Napoleon, bo far from showing 
the devouring (piality of tho wolf in " Little 
Red Riding Hood," takes tho opportimily uf 
tho accession of llio Due do lirabant tu tho 
throne, under the tiilo of i^oopold II , u( 
Bseuriny the new monarch in the most marked 
manoer of the ooalinuation of bis rriaodsbip to 
both the king and country. Now that Leo- 
pold I. is dead, we have the usual posthuniuus 
tribute paid to the memory of a t^ieax man. 
Tho usual exii(;t;eialions are, however, not 
indulged in — for the simple reason, probably, 
that the doeoased king was one ol tho most 
remarkable naeo of his day, and whose wis- 
dom oould scarcely have been in ordinary 
phraseology exapgorated. " King L^'opold 
occupied in Belgium," says the Sptclalor, 
rather the position of the ideal than of any 
actual constitutional sovercigo. Ho was that 
impartial moderator or oonstitutionul con- 
soieoce rather than heart or brain, which, as 
a rule, constitutional monaroha never aro. 
The ideal of that most useful but anomalous 
functionary wo take to be a statesman raised 
by birth or a final election above all rivalry, 
serene, pasaiouless and patient; without lael- 
icg for parly, but with deep feeling for tho 
people ; able to work with any Cabinet, but 
carrying into varied an^ even opposing Cab- 
inets a tradition of national policy, a steady 
tone of moderation, a permanent remem- 
brance of classes too low in the soriul order 
to influence the minds of party politicians. 
Such o man wo have never, ainca tho 
death of William IIL, bad on the throne of 
Great Brltaia, such a man Ihe late Prince 
Consort might have been had ho been King, 
or luul his position been public and acknow- 
ledged, and such a man we believe hu was 
in respect to foreign politics. A king of 
Ibis stamp in England would have littlo to 
do in moderating parties, for they are too 
moderate already, bat he would have much 
to do to remaia in snooeasive Cabinets tfac 
efficient Minister of the unrepresented, the 
statesman who never forgot the toiling 
millions, who never omitted Ireland from 
the field of efl'orl, or overlooked tbiit million 
of paupers who seem to millionaires so vary 
far away and to kings as oloaa as the re- 
mainder of tbeir subjeots. This' place in 
Belgium was filled by Leopold, and it was 
n very great place indeed." 

Ivul Ru.'.cell haj been r.iceiving n d;pu- 
lation of Mennbera ol Parliament and miui-n- 
ters of religion, embracing Professor Faw- 
colt, iM. P., and the Rev. Newman Hall, on 
tbe subject of the Jamaica insarrection, 
Noth Dg, they said, wonid satisfy the British 
public but the recall of Governor Eyre iiud 
tho most searching investigation inin 
all tho particulars connected with the 
insurrection. Strong protestations were 
also urged against the recent measarea in- 
troduoed into the Jamaica Legislatore by 
Qovernor Eyre, one giving the conslitulion of 
the Island into the bands of the Uovernor 
and n partly nominated Council, and the other 
making it a penal oll'euce for any dissenliiig 
minister to ]jreiich williout lirjt obluiniiig a 
license costing .t;;i. Another clause in ihi- 
same act provided against the spread of edu 
cation. Ao English paper, summarising tho 
natter, says : " Any negro, therefore, «.ho 
fancied that he could iDstruct his fellows, any 
minister in llie habit of opening prayer 
ineolings, any Sumi;iy-!ichool tiTichii v. h i 
thought hia little knuwlodgo might be b^^uu- 
fioial to persons with none, must have taken 
out a license, paid a fee fixed intentionally ut 
a rate heyond his moans, or endured tho 
treadmill lor not lo.sg than six inontbH." 
lOarl UiiSHoll in ri'|ilyin:; to certain Htateiiiniits 
to the oliecl I hut liio vuluiitiiirri had pr..vukco 
the outrages by bring on a peaceful crowd 
read certain documents to tbo contrary effect, 
" All these accounts," he said, " tend to show 
that it was not a peaceful crowd, which tho 
volunteers lired into without "provoeatim , in 
some ol tlio iiioin iriiillits .'^eemed to infer. It 
might li.ivi. i) I'll liko c mob horn, wloio 
stones where liirowu and riot took place. It 
might have been unwise or not to order the 
volunteers to fire, but that dues not ap|ie»r 
The whole matter, however, is one oxceeil- 
ingly painlul, and no wonder that tho lollerr* 
written by some subalterns in a tone of iiiibo- 
coming levity in rogaril to llie.'io events have 
shocked tho good fooling of every one who 
has read them. But however rauoh wc may 
lament what baa taken place, we may at ihn 
same time hope that tbo alalo of soeiety in 
Jatnaica having been so unsaiishictory (or ho 
many years, and so many complainis Ijuviiig 
been conHtiinlly niailc — jij.it coinplttinl,\ pur- 
haps — and in olhar lespects groat misunder- 
standings—that, if out of tbbse dreadful oc- 
oorrcnocs wo should Qnd means to see our 
way to new measures that shall make that 
island lees tho scene ol discontent and con- 
lliol, and to aiibslilulo Imnnony .ind good 
will, \ve in:iy in tlmt caho yet aniicipnto good 
results out ol those dioaiUul oocurrpnces.'' 

Some unusual inoidonts have occurred in 
tbe trials of the Panian CQn»pirators, In the 
oases ol Lob; and O'Leary, tho prisoners 
made most oloqacnt dofenoea, aslonitbing the 
court at such ability in men who had been 
engaged in llin altoiiipt to luuuguralo anolli;r 
Irish inajrreotion. By tho lulost aewspapor 
ucoounis wo read of a mode of defence, if not 
as iutslleotual as that •mplu'/od by the t»o| 



celebrated Fenians abovo alladed to, at least 
displaying considerable ingenuity. A man 
namsd O'Donovan was placed on his trial in 
Dublin, and allhough showing nothing more 
than ordinary ability, undertook to defend 
bis own case. He examined and cross- 
oxamioed witnesses, and managed to waste 
the time of the oourt lo no inooosiderable ex- 
tent, in tho hope that tho judges would be 
obliged to leave for Cork, where they wtro 
required to sit on a special commission. At 
length he oommoncod to address ihe jury, 
when he look up every document that 
had been utiod against bim and read it 
to the Court. Not content with this 
he got hold of the whole file of the Jrifi/i 
People newspaper, and began to iilncc its 
contents before the jury. In all Ihi.s tlicro 
were varions chances to escape an immediate 
Tordict ; for there was the possibility of the 
jurors being discharged in order that tho 
judges mighi leave for Cork, and Ihcra was 
tho ohancu ol some of the jury taking ill, 
from total exhaustion, h^rom ten o'clock in 
the morning till six o'clock in ihe evening — 
eight weary hours— U' Donovan ke| t ihn 
floor. The judges perceiving tho clij'/ot of 
the prisoner were duterminod on pievonling 
an adjournment, and gave the Sheriff orders 
to provide the jurors with dinner in f ourl, 
and thus enable them lo sit during the * mire 
night. The prisoner, however, beean.e ex- 
hausted himself and the oontsst end<(1. A 
Tordict of guilty was returned and () Oono- 
van was seutonced to penal servitude for life. 

From Spoin the news still shows I' • ai- 
pecl ol affairs to ho menacing lo iho i.i leon, 
on account of her immoralities. .\ ir i ai-il, 
no doubt, at Iho state of things. Her .\l .jjsty 
has taken ill, and premoni ory syinptomj ol 
anarchy are showing themselves very lorcibly. 
It i.-i, however, gratifying lo And that the 
Spanish Govormnenl. at tho request ol Eng- 
land and Franca, have modilied iheir views 
on Iho Chilian (luestioii, which la now pro- 
bably settled. Our latest odvices from t!oj 
Chilian coaat announoe the suicide of tho 
Spanish Admiral Pareja, on account of itie 
Hurrcndor to Iho Chilians ol one of his ,';un- 
boalB by the oapluin in charge. It is evident 
that dignity forms a much larger elcniciil in 
Spanish Admirals than what iiMiully 
termed common aonie, and that the courage 
to brave a disaster has decreased very mate- 
rially since tho days of Oorter aud Pizarro. 

From Australia we learn that tlie great 
cunsiitulional diflioulty between llio I'lipir 
and Lower Mouses ol Parliament of Vic- 
toria has been settled by a coinprimiise 
on the part of the Legislative Counei'. 
This body have declared their willingness to 
aooepl the Tarifl bill, provided provision he 
made that it shall not extend beyond two 
years. The Lowr House have consented, 
and the bill which had been tacked pievi- 
ously to tho bill of supply is now 1,. ut up 
separately. This is virtually a victory fur the 
Lower House, for it enables them to put their 
new scheme in force. If ihe bill does not 
satisfy the people at tbo end ol two years, 
the measure should under any circumstances 
be repealed ; but if it meets with public 
approbation i: is bound to ho pul again en 
tbe statute book. Mr. Cardwell in the mean 
time is required lo invent soma new colonial 
machinery to provide against these almost 
hopeless daud-locks. It is safe lo say that 
the machinery which will be supplied will 
add sufiioicul power to the Lower branch lo 
make it irapoasihle for the Council to lesist 
for any lengthened period the demaods ol the 
people.
